Bill of Rights, the 
plurality- and diversity of a free society, free expres- 
sion, and the ever-important idea of “live and let 
live.” 

Undoubtedly, some are confused and afraid of a 
free society that, in exchange for freedom, presents 
so many uncertainties. Others may be seeking 
scapegoats for past failures or the possibility of 
failure.

And schools should use this opportunity to 'show 
students why those preaching “white supremacy” 
are a blight in the Magic Valley — at the same time 
explaining why they have the right to speak their 

message of hate.' -

the pressure on' hate groups must be maintained. We 
all need to state, in our "own ways, that the Magic 
Valley is a place that welcomes persons of all races 
-and-religlons-=^.a-pIace_wlilch-respects the rights of . 
others. 

When this sad. little band of bigots gathers Salurr ■ 
day to burn a cross, let us all remember that their 
action represents hatred and intolerance.
